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DIES PROBERS 
REVEAL GERMAN 
ECONOMIC PLOT 


Say Nazis Engraved in 
‘Far-Sighted’ U.S. 
Policy 


W ashington, Nov. 21 
(A P)—The 
Dies comm ittee published today its 
long heralded ‘ white paper,’’ report­ 
ing on its investigation of German 
activities in the United States. 
It 
set forth testim ony and documentary 
evidence designed to show: 
1. 
That German diplomats “took 
a lively interest in spreading the 
work of the Transocean News serv­ 
ice’’ (not affiliated with any Amer­ 
ican news service) which the com ­ 
m ittee described as a “propaganda” 
agency capable of engaging "in es­ 
pionage activities." 
2. 
T hat the German government 
has undertaken a “far-sighted pol­ 
icy” of economic penetration in both 
North and South America.’’ 
3. That a document seized in New 
York contained a plan for “the or­ 
ganization of German industry in 
America after the war.” 
Complete 
even to names of proposed officers. 
4. T hat Mandred Zapp, named as 
Transocean 
representative 
in 
Hie 
United States, "took a deep interest 
in the manner in which the United 
States, handled its diplomatic rela­ 
tions with Japan and, in fact, at 
times not only gave advice to rep­ 
resentatives of the Japanese govern­ 
ment but also indicated to his own 
country, 
nazi 
Germany, 
certain 
steps that m ight be taken to aid 
his 
country 
in 
the 
handling 
of 
diplomatic affairs.” 
The 500-page report, which Chair­ 
man 
Dies 
(D.-Tex.) 
described in 
advance as a "white paper,” wots 
heavily documented with the testi­ 
mony of scores of witnesses and 
with 
letters, telegrams and other 
exhibits seized by com m ittee agents 
in raids, mostly in New York city. 
The comm ittee said: 
“As a result of these investiga­ 
tions, it became apparent that tile 
activities of the German government 
in this country were not devoted 
solely toward propaganda and so- 
called military espionage, but also 
reflect the fact that the German 
governm ent over a period of years 
has been engaged in the far-sighted 
jKjlley of penetrating into the eco­ 
nomic structure of this country and 
those of Central and South America. 
"It is true that the evidence be­ 
fore this com m ittee up until the 
present time is not all-conclusive.”

described in detail activities which 
it attributed to the Transocean News 
Service, a German organization (not 
connected with any United States 
news service); the German Library

The way to stay out of war Is 
to forge a resolute wall to peace and 
to bring that national will to bear 
on government. We must insist that 
the first consideration in American 
foreign policy Is the preservation of 
our democracy by keeping out of 
war.” 
Warns Against Hysteria 
He warned against fear and hys­ 
teria as second only to war itself as 
a threat to the future of our n a­ 
tion. 
He declared danger of early 
invasion of this country has been 
completely discounted 
by military 
experts and said that more atten ­ 
tion should be called to G erm any’s 
weaknesses from five years of prep­ 
aration of war at the cost of every 
other aspect of German economy,

S WANS DOWN 
“THE ILLINOIS,” by James Gray; (Farrar Sc Rine­ 
hart: $2.50). 
T^HE eleventh volume of the Rivers of America series 
* is called "The Illinois,” and the river that gives 
it the title is only a geographical term to most of the 
East—much of the West, as well. It will surprise 
many thousands of people to know how- much signi­ 
ficance the stream has had in the history of America, 
and how important it still is, just as the river itself 
has surprised thousands of tourists driving west along 
Highway 36. They dip down into a rich and lovely 
valley, rise slightly on a long incline, and suddenly 
find themselves crossing a wide and quiet stream, 
willow-bordered, gentle and somehow useful seeming. 
It is the usefulness and the gentleness of the Illinois 
that James Gray emphasizes in "The Illinois.” In the 
days of Pere Marquette and La Salle the stream 
was a broad highway through the herds of buffalo 
and the hordes of remarkably handsome (though 
somewhat decadent) Illinois Indians. Dammed and 
locked, it still is a highway through some oi the most 
fertile land in all the world. The neighborhood where 
Pere Marquette said mass before the Indians bs hardly 
better now than a public dump, but civilization, not 
the good Father nor the river, is responsible for that. 
Illinois is a spacious country, and it has supported 
a great number of spacious enterprises and broad- 
gauge men. Mr. Gray points out. His book is the story 
of some of these men. the greatest of whom was Lin­ 
coln. It is true that Lincoln is more directly con­ 
nected with the Sangamon, but it also is true that 
the Sangamon is a tributary of the Illinois Mr. Gray, 
however, has been extremely subtle about the Lincoln 
story. Instead of focusing it on the martyred president. 
he has concentrated his research on the men who sur­ 
rounded Lincoln, and made him. 
These are men like the enormous Judge David 
Davis, who early saw' the capacity of Lincoln’s mind 
and heart, and campaigned for him doggedly, and 
sometimes compromised him. And like Jesse Fell, who 
founded towns and colleges and made them beauti­ 
ful, and unselfishly fostered the beauty in Lincoln 
as well. 
Mr. Gray brings the River down to its present 
status as a barge route. The heart of his book is the 
Lincoln story, however, and because this is seen in 
a true, though different, perspective the book is most 
useful. Like the Illinois itself.
